My first job out of technicial school was as 
a test technician for DEI. I must have aligned 200 or more of the TMR5A's. A 
great boatanchor and not a transistor in an arm's length. This was most 
likely the BEST tube telemetry receiver ever built and the LAST. In 1965 the 
TR-102 came out and it was a hybrid had a 2n404 Video amp in it. Then came 
the TR-711 in 1966 without a tube in sight and never again did DEI build a 
tube telemetry receiver. These manuals should go to someone with a TMR5A as 
you rarely find the manuals with the equipment. However, should no one have 
a receiver and/or want the manuals then I would like to have them for my 
files. Keep me in mind. Oh yes--the alignment procedure given in the 

manuals and those used in production test were ENTIRELY different. I
